Code compliance coordinator on the job

After an ankle injury cut short his 14- 
year career in law enforcement, Willits 
native Chris White, 39, was forced to trade 
in the loud sirens, handcuffs and guns of his 
police work for a quiet hybrid, pen and 
paper. White works as the city of Ukiah's 
code compliance coordinator, and he could- 
n't be happier. 

"It's an interesting job because you're 
never doing the same thing," White said. 

With a wide array of responsibilities 
covering compliance with city ordinances, 
and running the gamut from sign mainte- 
nance, customer service, debris cleanup and 
outdoor marijuana grows, White seems to 
find his hands full each day.

“To say the least, it’s a unique job. Pm 
pretty fortunate," he said. 

White often begins his days in his office 
to prepare for a daily gauntlet of answering 
messages, driving around the city limits 
and filing citations. 

He appears to take all his duties in stride, 
and said that no matter what they are he 
finds the most important part of his job is 
working with the community in a one-on- 
one environment. 


“It’s not just all about me. I actually 
work closely with the Ukiah Police 
Department on certain cases," he said. 

White said that although most of the 
citations he gives out end up with peaceful 
results, he's ready for the possibility of 
angry citizens and the need for help from 
the UPD. 

“You deal with such a wide variety of 
things that nothing's really that weird any- 
more," White said. "If you let people vent 
their anger and you remain calm, you'll 
find that they want to comply. And as self- 
defense goes, I’m a pretty big guy.” 

White often finds his hands full in the 
fall by trying to monitor and follow up on

Lawyers hoping to avoid trial

The decision of whether or not to pursue a 
second trial against Mark and Memo Parker 
has been delayed for two more weeks while the 
attorneys in the case pursue a resolution that 
would avoid another trial, defense attorney E. 
D. Lerman said Thursday. 

The Parker brothers’ marijuana cultivation 
trial ended in a mistrial Aug. 7 after the jury 
was unable to come to a verdict on any but one 
charge. 

The jury found Mark Parker not guilty of 
maintaining a residence for processing a con- 
trolled substance and voted 11-1 in favor of 
acquitting him on all other charges. 

The jury voted 10-2 in favor of convicting 
Memo Parker on all charges. 

Memo Parker was charged with possession 
of marijuana for sale, cultivation of marijuana 
for sale, management of a location for the pro- 
duction of a controlled substance and posses- 
sion of concentrated cannabis. 

Mark Parker was charged with possession 
of marijuana for sale, cultivation of marijuana 
for sale and management of a location for the 
production of a controlled substance. 

Lerman, making a special appearance for 
both defendants, said the defense and prosecu- 
tion have been discussing options that would 
allow the case to be resolved without a second 
trial. She said she could not disclose specifics, 
but during the hearing she said she planned to 
file a motion to dismiss charges against Mark 
Parker. 

The case was previously delayed because 
District Attorney Meredith Lintott said she was 
still waiting to meet with Lerman and Attorney 
David Nick, who represented Memo Parker 
during the trial. In court Thursday, Deputy 
District Attorney James Nerli said Lintott had 
said the choice of whether or not to prosecute 
was up to him. “Га like to resolve the case, as 
I stated earlier," Nerli said. 

Following the jury’s verdict on Aug. 7, Nerli 
said he was prepared to retry the case. 

The case has been scheduled for another 
hearing at 1:30 p.m. Sept. 5.

Man jailed after report of 
threats made while armed 


Relative says he was 
held against his will 
by family member

Police arrested a Lakeport 
man Tuesday night on 
firearms related charges for 
allegedly threatening a family 
member with a firearm at 
Jeffers Pool and Spa. 
According to reports from 
the Mendocino County 
Sheriff’s Office, deputies 
were called to Jeffers Pool 
and Spa at 123 Lake 
Mendocino Drive at 10:30 
p.m. Tuesday to check on the 
welfare of Jeremy R. Jeffers, 
19, of Lakeport, who was 
reported to have a gun. 
Jeffers had been reported to 
law enforcement by a male 
family member, who told offi- 
cers Jeffers had threatened 
him with a gun and held him 
for an hour inside the store, 
according to sheriff's reports.

The deputy tried to subdue 
Jeffers with a taser but was 
unsuccessful, according to 
sheriff’s reports. Moments 
later, backup arrived and sher- 
iff’s officers wrestled him to 
the ground.

To the Editor: 

I am writing in hopes that what I say 
may reach the parents, teachers, and our 
community. Several years ago, my son was 
head injured in a vehicle accident. He was 
in a coma for almost four months. When he 
came out of the coma he had to learn to 
walk, talk, eat and basically start from 
scratch, like a baby. To this day he is dis- 
abled. He came back better than anyone 
would have expected, especially the doc- 
tors, technicians and therapists who worked 
so hard to bring him back. I say that to 
explain about a circumstance that happened 
just a couple of months ago. 

My son was on his way to Denny's 
where he goes several nights a week to get 
coffee and visit with the staff. This has 
become one of the few places where he is 
accepted, as he is. On his way to Denny's 
he was attacked by gang members. They 
demanded money, and when he told them 
he had none, they began to beat him. A 
friend came to his rescue, and he was able 
to escape. He ended up in the hospital for 
treatment and stitches. He did not press 
charges, because his friend told him it 
would do no good. The police told him that 
this was not uncommon in our neighbor- 
hoods lately. 

That being said, here is what I have to 
say. Our children are our most important 
resource, and if we don't do something to 
help them to become good and caring citi- 
zens, we are in big trouble. Our local Boys 
and Girls Clubs of Ukiah are there to help 
our children to learn and grow. They are a 
not-for-profit 501(c)(3) organization that 
provides after school programs to young 
people from six years of age to 18 years of 
age. Their primary focus is to change lives 
through professional staff and committed 
volunteers. The Club offers programs in 
five core areas: Education and Career 
Development; the Arts; Character and 
Leadership Development; Life Skills and 
Physical Education, Sports and Recreation. 
This is a comprehensive program that pro- 
vides life-enhancing opportunities to our 
young. 

On Sept. 7, Granite Construction

above. I care about our children, and know 
that if our children have a good foundation 
to become good and thoughtful citizens, 
situations like the one that happened to my 
son, could and would not be an issue.

Millview is grateful to those who have 
reduced their use beyond 15 percent. We 
encourage our customers who should still 
conserve a little more to review their water 
needs, especially landscaping, to see where 
additional water can be saved. 

Millview joins everyone dependent on 
the Russian River watershed in hoping we 
will receive a wet November and normal 
precipitation for the 2007/2008 rainy sea- 
son.

No happy 
harbingers here 


French libraries are said to file their nation’s consti- 
tutions -- there have been more than a dozen since 
1789; the current one is a relatively ancient 49 years 
old -- under periodicals. Now Nicolas Sarkozy, 
France’s peripatetic new president, has created a com- 
mission on constitutional reform. The commission 
includes Jack Lang who, as minister of culture in 1983 
under President Francois Mitterrand, staged a sublime- 
ly unserious conference on the (supposed) world eco- 
nomic crisis, featuring the likes of Sophia Loren, 
Susan Sontag and Norman Mailer. 

Is Sarkozy a serious man? Some American conserv- 
atives consider him a kindred spirit and think they see 
in his election a heartening portent of their coming 
revival: He succeeded an intensely unpopular two- 
term president of his own party (Jacques Chirac) by 
promising bold reforms. Perhaps. 

But Guy Sorman, a conservative writer who has 
known Sarkozy in politics and as, he says, a friend for 
30 years, believes that like most politicians the presi- 
dent is not a man of culture and ideas, but unlike most 
French politicians “he does not pretend to be.” He is, 
Sorman says, a “Keynesian” -- a believer in using gov- 
ernment to regulate the economy by managing demand 
-- “who doesn’t know who Keynes was.” 

Sarkozy does know of Adam Smith and Friedrich 
Hayek, who was one of Margaret Thatcher’s intellec- 
tual heroes. Sarkozy has, however, said, “I don’t wake 
up every morning asking what Hayek or Adam Smith 
would have done.” That is, unfortunately, obvious. A 
fountain of suspiciously opaque formulations (he 
advocates “regulated liberalism” and “humane global- 
ization”), he is pleased that “the word ‘protection’ is no 
longer taboo.” (When was it ever taboo in France?) He 
is committed to continuing protections of the most cos- 
seted French faction, the farmers. When calling for a 
“genuine European industrial policy,” he asks: 
“Competition as an ideology, as a dogma, what has it 
done for Europe?” Worse, he wants to curtail the inde- 
pendence of -- that is, politicize -- the one institution 
that can save France from itself, the European Central 
Bank, which can restrain France’s ruinous preferences 
for a loose monetary policy and inflation as slow- 
motion repudiation of debt. 

In Sarkozy’s book “Testimony,” he notes that 30 
years ago Britain had a GDP 25 percent lower than that 
of France. Now Britain’s is 10 percent higher. What 
happened? Margaret Thatcher did. But although 
Sarkozy vows a “rupture” with the past, he is not bold 
enough to affirm an affinity with her and to seriously 
challenge the consensus at the root of France’s social 
sclerosis: Both left and right reject economic liberal- 
ism, the left because of its regnant socialism, the right 
because it regards statism as a prerequisite for nation- 
al greatness. 

France’s unemployment rate has not been below 8 
percent in 25 years -- not since 1982, when Francois 
Mitterrand inadvertently did what Thatcher intention- 
ally did -- killed socialism. Elected president in 1981 
promising a “rupture with capitalism,” he kept that 
promise pitilessly. He had the most sweeping program 
of nationalizations ever proposed for a free economy; 
he increased pensions, family allowances, housing 
allowances and the minimum wage. The franc was 
devalued three times and soon he was forced to adopt 
“socialist rigor" (austerity). 

French leftism is perfectly reactionary. Wielding a 
word with semi-sacred connotations in France, social- 
ists say they are "the resistance.” They are not for any- 
thing; they are against surrendering any of their enti- 
tlements. They stand against three menaces. One is 
“neoliberalism” -- markets supplanting the state as the 
primary allocator of wealth and opportunity. The sec- 
ond is the Americanization of culture by imports of 
American entertainments (see the third). The third is 
globalization (see the first and second). 

In May, in an election with the highest turnout (85 
percent) since 1981, Sarkozy’s socialist opponent, 
Segolene Royal, a princess of vagueness, won 47 per- 
cent of the vote for, essentially, “resistance.” 
Remarkably, she defeated Sarkozy among voters ages 
18 to 59 -- the working population. It does not bode 
well for reform that he won by winning huge majori- 
ties among those most dependent on the welfare state - 
- 61 percent among those 60 to 69 and 68 percent 
among those over 70. 

One in four French workers is employed in the pub- 
lic sector, which devours 54 percent of GDP. (The U.S. 
percentage is about 34.) The fact that for 15 years 
France’s GDP and output per hour worked have been 
declining relative to those of Britain and the United 
States surely is related to the fact that 60 percent of the 
French respond positively to the word “bureaucrat.” 
American conservatives should seek happy harbingers 
elsewhere.

U.S. basketball players expect crowds to grow 


Team debuts 
before less than 
half the expected 
fan base

LAS VEGAS — Kobe 
Bryant regards Las Vegas as 
Lakers country. So where 
were all his fans on opening 
night of the FIBA Americas 
tournament? 

Not at the Thomas & Mack 
Center, where the Americans 
debuted before a crowd that 
was less than half what they 
drew last month for a scrim- 
mage game. 

The United States was back 
on the court Thursday night 
against the U.S. Virgin 
Islands, hoping to see a few 
more faces in an arena that 
was roughly two-thirds empty 
for the opener. 

“T think as the scene picks 
up a little bit, maybe the 


crowds will start picking up a 
little bit, too,” Bryant said. 

The Americans beat 
Venezuela 112-69 on 
Wednesday night before an 
announced crowd of 6,537. 
That couldn’t have been the 
home-court advantage USA 
Basketball was hoping for 
when it won the right to bring 
the regional Olympic qualifier 
to the States. 

“I thought it was going to 
be more packed,” Carmelo 
Anthony said. “I thought it 
was going to be a sellout 
crowd, but I’m pretty sure 
they'll get that throughout the 
tournament." 

Venezuela was originally 
slated to be the home team as 
the host country. But when the 
Venezuelans missed their pay- 
ment deadline, FIBA 
Americas reopened the bid- 
ding. The United States, by 
then having been forced to 
qualify for the Olympics after 
not winning the world cham- 
pionships, decided to bid and 


beat San Juan, Puerto Rico by 
committing to pay FIBA 
Americas more than $3 mil- 
lion. 

And yet, it still felt a bit 
like a road game. 

“T almost forgot we were in 
the United States for a minute, 
we're so used to playing over- 
seas in these kinds of tourna- 
ments," Anthony said. 

The quiet atmosphere may 
have contributed to the slow 
start for the Americans, who 
didn't pull away until the sec- 
ond quarter. 

Las Vegas has a large bas- 
ketball fan base, but maybe 
it’s already seen enough this 
year. 

The city hosted the NBA's 
All-Star festivities in 
February, Greg Oden and 
Kevin Durant made their first 
pro appearances here in sum- 
mer league, and the U.S. team 
closed its minicamp last 
month at Thomas & Mack by 
drawing 15,132 fans for an 
intrasquad game. 


Bryant made the game- 
winning shot that night, con- 
tinuing a big year in Vegas 
that saw him win MVP honors 
at the All-Star game. He was 
one of the few players that 
weekend to say he was against 
the city getting an NBA team, 
joking that the Lakers, who 
regularly make preseason 
appearances here, already 
have all their fans. 

“This is like home away 
from home,” he said after 
Wednesday’s game. “We 
come here so much and the 
fans don’t have a team here, 
so they’re all Lakers fans and 
we had the opportunity to be 
with each other since my first 
year in the NBA.” 

Perhaps fans just didn’t feel 
the need to rush to see the 
U.S. team, knowing they have 
plenty of time thanks to the 
longer-than-necessary tourna- 
ment format. Assuming the 
Americans reach the champi- 
onship game, they will have 
played 10 games in 12 days. 


Crowds were tiny at the 
other three games on opening 
day, with few seats in the top 
level of the 18,000-seat arena 
being occupied.

Cain excels at plate and on mound i in Giants’ win 


San Francisco 
dodges Chicago 
sweep with win

SAN FRANCISCO — 
Bruce Bochy wasn't surprised 
Matt Cain outpitched Cubs 
starter Carlos Zambrano. 
Outslugging him was a shock. 

Cain shut down Chicago 
for seven innings and hit his 
second career home run off 
one of baseball’s best slugging 
pitchers to lead the San 
Francisco Giants to a 4-1 vic- 
tory Thursday. 

“If you thought a pitcher 
was going to hit a home run 
today I don’t think Cain 
would have been your pick,” 
Bochy said. “He did it all. The 
kid pitched great and that was 
a big home run.” 

Cain, who came into the 
game with the third-lowest 
run support in the National 
League, figured out a way to 
fix that problem by homering 
for the second time this 
month. Cain (6-13) has won 
three of his last four starts — 
including both starts he home- 
red in — after winning just 
three of his first 22 this sea- 
son. 

That the home run came off 
Zambrano (14-10) must have 
been especially sweet since 
the Cubs' ace is second to 
Mike Hampton among active 
pitchers with 12 career long- 
balls. 

"[ think he found my bat 
really," Cain said. “He kind of 
just threw it into my swing 


and I got lucky. I thought I 
popped it up, but I guess it got 
up and kept going." 

Cain’s big day on the 
mound and at the plate helped 
San Francisco avoid being 
swept by the Cubs in a three- 
game series for the first time 
since 1994 and snapped a six- 
game home losing streak. The 
Giants hadn't lost seven in a 
row at home since September 
1993, when they still played in 
Candlestick Park. 

The Cubs had their lead in 
the NL Central cut to a half- 
game over the idle Milwaukee 
Brewers. 

Giants slugger Barry Bonds 
got the day off after starting 
Wednesday's night game, 
remaining at 760 career home 
runs. But Cain supplied the 
power with the home run in 
the sixth inning. Zambrano 
could only stare out toward 
the left-field seats in amaze- 
ment as Cain rounded the 
bases. 

“T didn’t know anything 
about him," Zambrano said. 
“Anybody can hit a home run 
in the big leagues if you make 
good contact and have a little 
power, you can hit it out of the 
ballpark. I made a mistake, he 
had a good swing. He put 
good wood on the ball and the 
ball went out.” 

Cain allowed one run and 
eight hits in seven innings to 
win consecutive starts for the 
first time all season. Brian 
Wilson pitched a_ perfect 
eighth and Brad Hennessey 
finished for his 13th save in 
15 chances. 

The Giants also scored

twice in the fourth when 
Zambrano walked the bases 
loaded — including a free 
pass to Cain — before allow- 
ing a two-run single to Dave 
Roberts that opened the scor- 
ing. 

“You can’t walk three peo- 
ple in an inning and walk the 
pitcher to face the front part of 
the lineup,” Cubs manager 
Lou Piniella said. “You’re 
going to get yourself in trou- 
ble and thats what hap- 
pened.” 

Zambrano allowed four 
runs and six hits in 5 1-3 


innings of his first official 
start since signing a $91.5 mil- 
lion, five-year contract exten- 
sion last Friday. The right- 
hander retired all nine batters 
he faced Sunday night against 
St. Louis before that game 
was rained out and came back 
on three days’ rest to make 
this start. 

Zambrano has lost his last 
three official starts with an 
8.66 ERA in that span.

“I don't think itll be loss, 
loss, loss until I retire. I think 


at some point ГЇЇ win one 
game and ГЇЇ work on it.” 

Cain has turned his season 
around of late, improving to 3- 
1 with a 2.36 ERA in August, 
doubling his win total from 
the first four months. 

He held the Cubs scoreless 
until Mike Fotenot's RBI sin- 
gle in the seventh inning cut 
the Giants’ lead to 4-1. 

“He was awesome," catch- 
er Guillermo Rodriguez said. 
“Actually when he was warm- 
ing up in the bullpen he wasn’t 
throwing any strikes. I was 
worried about it when I 
walked back to the dugout 
thinking, 'Oh my god, I don’t 
know what I’m going to do 
today.’ As soon as the game 
started he was throwing 
strikes." 

Notes: Cain's first career 
homer came Aug. 8 against 
Washington. He has two 
homers in his last seven ABs 
after hitting none in his first 
111. 

Cubs RHP Kerry Wood 
pitched a scoreless inning of 
relief to lower his ERA to 3.52 
in seven outings since being 
activated from the DL on Aug. 
3 


Before the game, the Cubs 
acquired OF Craig Monroe 
from Detroit for a player to be 
named later. Monroe will like- 
ly join the team Friday in 
Arizona. 

San Francisco OF Rajai 
Davis, who batted .364 in his 
first 18 games after being 
acquired in a trade from 
Pittsburgh is 1-for-19 in his 
last five games after going 0- 
for-5. 


Harbaugh 


Outspoken coach 
admits he ‘tends 
to be frank’

STANFORD — Jim 
Harbaugh has challenged 
some of college football's 
biggest powerhouses before 
he's even coached his first 
game at Stanford. 

Whether it's reviewing arch 
rival California's graduation 
rates, the academic standards 
at his own alma mater 
Michigan, or speculating that 
Southern California coach 
Pete Carroll is ready to leave 
for the NFL, Harbaugh has 
shown no fear of any oppo- 
nent. 

"[ really just say what I 
think,” Harbaugh said. “I tend 
to be frank.” 

Harbaugh’s bold pro- 
nouncements and outspoken 
comments are a far cry from 
previous coaches Walt Harris 
and Buddy Teevens. While 
talk alone won’t rebuild a pro- 
gram that was foundering 
when Harbaugh replaced 
Harris last December follow- 
ing a 1-11 season, it has made 
Stanford relevant after years 
of being overlooked. 

It's a change that is wel- 
comed by players who had 
grown tired of being beat up 
on the field and ignored off it. 

“Its fun having a coach 
who is so enthusiastic," defen- 
sive lineman Udeme Udofia 
said. “It’s good to have a 
coach say we're trying to beat 
you. It's different but we wel- 
comed it. It shows the coaches 
believe in us and what we're 
trying to do." 

Whether that brash style 
will lead to a more competi- 
tive season on the field for 
Stanford is an open question. 
Stanford set a school record 
for losses last season and has 
won just 16 games the past 
five seasons under Harris and 
Teevens. 

Tyrone Willingham and 
Bill Walsh are the only coach- 
es in the last 30 years to put 
together consecutive winning 
seasons at Stanford, a feat 
Harbaugh is hoping to repeat. 

“Our only goal is to win,” 
Harbaugh said. “We have 
objectives and when you hit 
those objectives, those are the 
things that build your poise 
and confidence and pride in 
yourself, your teammates and 
the team. There are objectives 
that can be hit. We’ve already 
seen one, which was getting 
this team in shape. But the

only goal is to win.” 

Harbaugh arrived ағ 
Stanford with the pedigree of 
a winner, whether it was as a 
star in college at Michigan, as 
"Captain Comeback" during 
his 15-year NFL career or in 
his three seasons at non-schol- 
arship Division I-AA San 
Diego, where he posted a 29-6 
record. 

Even though he is now 43, 
that competitive spirit evi- 
denced by sideline shout- 
downs he had as a player with 
former Chicago Bears coach 
Mike Ditka shows up every 
day on the practice field. 

Whether it's trash-talking 
defensive players and coaches 
after the offense wins a drill or 
jumping into a drill to throw a 
pass or take a hit from a 
defensive player, Harbaugh 
goes about practice as if he's 
still a player. 

"[ swear he still wishes he 
was playing," receiver Evan 
Moore said. "He loves to 
demonstrate. That’s his 
favorite thing to do. When he 
demonstrates you get the idea 
that he’s doing it just to go 
through the motions again to 
get that feeling. It’s obvious 
that he loves the game of foot- 
ball and he wishes he was still 
playing.” 

Moore said Harbaugh’s 
lessons resonate more than 
other coaches he has had 
because Harbaugh was so suc- 
cessful playing in the NFL. 
Harbaugh was a first-round 
pick by the Chicago Bears in 
1987 and later led the 
Indianapolis Colts to the 1995 
AFC championship game. He 
was second in the MVP voting 
that season, leading the NFL 
with a 100.7 quarterback rat- 
ing. 

He is tasked with overhaul- 
ing an offense that was sec- 
ond-to-last in scoring with 
10.6 points per game, allowed 
a Division I-A worst 50 sacks, 
and averaged only 65.1 yards 
rushing per game. 

That was all part of the dis- 
astrous season that now serves 
to motivate the returning play- 
ers. 

“Tt fuels us," Moore said. 
“The older guys who experi- 
enced it know we can't go 
through that again. We learned 
a lot from last year. Going into 
camp a lot of us understand 
we're fortunate to get another 
shot at it. Last year was very 
embarrassing. It was a horri- 
ble season. The ability to 
change that motivates us." 

About the only highlight 
from last season was the open- 
ing of the  scaled-down 


50,000-seat stadium that was 
immediately considered one 
of the best in the conference. 
But Stanford Stadium was 
mostly empty last season and 
failed to generate the home- 
field advantage the Cardinal 
were expecting. 

Stanford lost all five home 
games, getting outscored 165- 
33 in the process. The 
Cardinal have eight home 
games this season, including 
four straight to open the sea- 
son beginning with No. 14 
UCLA on Sept. 1. 

“The arrival of coach 
Harbaugh kind of reinvigorat-

Pro Bowl CB Walt 
Harris returns to 
Niners’ lineup with 
new energy

OAKLAND — For most teams, 
the third exhibition game is the 
chance to give the starters their most 
time on the playing field during the 
preseason. 

The Oakland Raiders are still fig- 
uring out who that will be at the most 
important position on the field head- 
ing into the third preseason game 
against the St. Louis Rams on Friday 
night. 

Daunte Culpepper will be the 
third quarterback to start for Oakland 
this preseason, following Josh 
McCown and Andrew Walter. 

“This competition, as I said a long 
time ago, it’s going to be about guys 
that make the right decisions,” coach 
Lane Kiffin said. “It’s not going to be 
about the biggest arm or the best 
stats. It’s going to be about the guys 
that make the right decision, put us in 
position to score and don’t give the 
ball to the other team.” 

When he has held on to the snap 
— he has fumbled three center 
exchanges in two games 
Culpepper has been the best at that, 
throwing a pair of touchdown passes 
last week against San Francisco 
without an interception. 

Now he gets a chance with the 
entire first-team offense working 
against a first-team defense. Kiffin 
warned not to read too much into his 
pick as starter this week, saying he 
wanted to give all three of his quar- 
terbacks a chance with the first team. 

Kiffin said he'd like to pick his 
starter for the season opener after 
this game but cautioned that he 
might wait until the exhibition finale 
next Thursday at Seattle. One of the 
three may not even make the team if 


the Raiders sign top draft pick 
JaMarcus Russell and decide to carry 
the usual three quarterbacks on the 
53-man roster. 

The key for Culpepper is to trans- 
form himself from the risk-taker he 
has been earlier in his career to a 
quarterback who controls the ball. 
Culpepper has thrown 137 touch- 
down passes, but also turned the ball 
over 124 times. 

“This has guy been a big play- 
maker for his career, a ton of explo- 
sive plays, over 20-yard passes,” 
Kiffin said. “I told him from Day 1 
that has to change, and that may 
sound weird to you guys, but he’s got 
to make smart decisions. We don’t 
want three-touchdown, three inter- 
ception games.” 

The Rams have no questions at 
quarterback where two-time Pro 
Bowler Marc Bulger signed a six- 
year, $65 million contract extension 
in July. 

St. Louis also is expected to use a 
little more of star running back 
Steven Jackson, who got only one 
play last week against San Diego. In 
two preseason games, Jackson has 
only two catches for 8 yards and has 
not carried the ball once. 

He wasn’t used a lot last presea- 
son either, with 17 carries and three 
receptions. However, he was fine 
once the season started, finishing 
with a career-high 1,528 yards rush- 
ing with 13 touchdowns and an NFL- 
leading 90 catches for 806 yards and 
three more scores. 

Coach Scott Linehan said 
Jackson's playing time will increase 
“a little bit" Friday, but second-round 
pick Brian Leonard is expected to get 
most of the carries as the Rams pre- 
pare for the season opener. 

“T don't think anyone in the league 
is going out and working their game 
plan in their opening game in these 
preseason games," Linehan said. 
“On the same side, you're working 
your base offense, defense and spe- 
cial teams because that's really

what's going to win you games. 
You're not keeping that a secret." 

Both teams are trying to figure out 
who their starting centers will be. 
Linehan said Brett Romberg will 
start Friday, but veteran Andy 
McCollum will also play as the job 
remains open. McCollum had a sea- 
son-ending knee injury in the opener 
last year and Romberg played well 
down the stretch. 

San Francisco 49ers 

Walt Harris could have rested on 


the first real laurels of his NFL career 
this summer. After 11 NFL seasons 
with four teams, the San Francisco 
cornerback finally was a Pro Bowler 
who made a career-best eight inter- 
ceptions. 

Instead, Harris took a few days off 
after hurting his hand in Hawaii, then 
got right back to work on another 
season, doing extensive training on 
both coasts and sharpening his com- 
petitive edge. 

"[ never want to get to the point 


where I’m satisfied,” Harris said 
Thursday. “When you’re satisfied, 
it’s time to get out of the league. I’m 
not at that point yet. I’m not satis- 
fied, but I’m proud of that season. I 
always thought (a Pro Bowl nod) 
was something that I could achieve 
over the course of my career, but that 
just means there's more work to be 
done." 

In San Francisco, Harris found his 
groove on a mediocre defense that 
repeatedly got dissected while allow- 
ing a league-worst 412 points during 
a 7-9 season. The problems rarely 
originated from Harris, who made all 
his interceptions in San Francisco 
victories, including two picks and a 
fumble recovery in an improbable 
season-ending win at Denver. 

Harris was a Pro Bowl alternate 
who got the call for Hawaii after 
Philadelphia's Lito Sheppard injured 
his elbow in the playoffs. A vacation 
in the Honolulu sun was a welcome 
treat, but Harris acknowledged that 
even during the week, his thoughts 
strayed to next season. 

"[ don't ever want to relax," 
Harris said. “I come into this year 
with the same perception that I 
always do. When the opportunity is 
there, I always want to be able to 
make some plays. Whatever I’m 
going to do, ГІ do." 

Harris has been a dedicated off- 
season worker ever since he spent a 
hot summer at a fitness clinic in 
Scottsdale, Ariz., doing rehabilita- 
tion for surgery on his patellar ten- 
don. He spent much of this offseason 
in the same relentless training, leav- 
ing his family back home in Atlanta 
for long stretches. 

"I'm definitely not where I want 
to be when we start the season, but 
I'm able to get out there and work on 
it," Harris said after missing several 
practices in recent weeks to rest his 
sore calf.

Have you noticed... that 
people still enjoy - and vote 
for - great comedians of the 
past: Red Skelton, Lucille 
Ball, Johnny Carson, Jack 
Benny... Recently a TV show 
gave homage to the top vote- 
getters for favorite comedy 
shows and for those of us who 
grew up with these “greats,” it 
comes as no surprise that their 
comedy, based more often on 
life situations than manufac- 
tured ones, continue to ring in 
the laughter. It brings great joy 
to introduce new generations 
to these landmark comedians. 

About Red... Richard 
Bernard “Red” Skelton (July 
18, 1913 to Sept. 17, 1997) 
was an American comedian 
best known as a top radio and 
television star from 1937 to 
1971. Skelton’s show business 
career began in his teens as a 
circus clown and went on to 
vaudeville, Broadway, films, 
radio, TV, clubs and casinos, 
while pursuing another career 
as a painter. He was the son of 
a circus clown named Joe who 
died in 1913 shortly before the 
birth of his son. Skelton him- 
self got one of his earliest 
tastes of show business with 
the same circus as a teenager. 

Before that, however, he 
had been given the show busi- 
ness bug at age ten by enter- 
tainer Ed Wynn - who spotted 
him selling newspapers in 
front of the Pantheon Theatre, 
in Vincennes, Indiana, trying 
to help his family. After buy- 
ing every newspaper in 
Skelton’s stock, Wynn took 
the boy backstage and intro- 
duced him to every member of 
the show with which he was 
traveling. 

By age 15, Skelton had hit 
the road full-time as an enter- 
tainer, working everywhere 
from medicine shows and 
vaudeville toBurlesque, show- 
boats, minstrel shows and cir- 
cuses. He appeared in more 
than 30 MGM films during 
the 1940s and 1950s and it 
was in 1951 (the same year 
the network introduced “1 
Love Lucy") that CBS beck- 
oned Skelton to bring his 
radio show to television. His 
characters worked even better 
on screen than on radio; tele- 
vision also provoked him to 
create his second best-remem- 
bered character, Freddie the 
Freeloader, a traditional 
tramp. Skelton’s weekly sig- 
noff -- “Good night and may 
God bless” -- became familiar 
to television viewers.

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clubs, as well. Since its con- 
struction, the stadium has 
helped to shelter and play 
host to outdoor youth sports 
and meetings for more than 
50 years. 

Sangiacomo said the new 
4,000 square-foot structure 
will remain in the same area 
as the current grandstand and 
will also feature similar archi- 
tecture with the hopes of stay- 
ing true to the roots of the 
original grandstand. To help 
ensure that the magic of the 
old grandstands remains, 
Sangiacomo said they were 
working to recycle the wood 
for use as the trim on the new 
windows. 

“Pm really happy how 
you’re describing it in terms 
of being a community pro- 
ject,” Commissioner Mary 
Ann Landis said. “I’m happy 
to hear about the reuse of 
materials.” 

Hoping to create a more 
multi-use room, Sangiacomo 
said they decided to replace 
the old locker rooms with 
multi-purpose rooms all 
teams and sports could use 
during games and also to hold 
meetings. 

With many details in place, 
the only issue left to decide is 
the color scheme. 

“T think you should look at 
the natural colors of the envi- 
ronment and use that as your 
palette,” Landis said during 
the meeting. 

Chairwoman Judy Pruden 
agreed with Landis and elabo- 
rated on her idea. She added 
the recommendation to the 
plan that the color scheme be 
a darker, subdued earth tone 
that wouldn’t contrast with 
the local environment. 
Sangiacomo immediately 
assured the commission that 
the colors would not be bright 
pastels. 

“What you will see will be 
much like old-time baseball 
stadiums," Sangiacomo said, 
"although the exact colors 
have not necessarily been 
chosen." 

Following the color 
scheme discussion, 
Commissioner Ken Anderson 
inquired about the parking lot, 
which the commission agreed 
is in need of repair. 
Sangiacomo explained that 
repairs to the parking lot are 
part of the planned improve- 
ments, with the grandstands 
being of paramount impor- 
tance. 

Pruden made a recommen- 
dation that Sangiacomo take a 
deeper look at using a perme- 
able surface on the parking lot 
and possibly catching some 
water on sight with the help of 
bio-swails. 

At the end of the meeting, 
Pruden said she didn't expect 
construction of the grand- 
stand to begin until spring 
with demolition expected to 
begin in October.

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complaints about outdoor 
marijuana grows within the 
city limits. He said he's filed 
citations on as many as six 
outdoor grows in a day. 

For White, who volunteers 
as the president of Willits 
Frontier Days, his job isn't 
just about marijuana. He said 
he works on cleanup and 
debris projects at homes 
throughout the city. 
Oftentimes, residents will call 
White's office with com- 
plaints about neighbors’ 
homes with debris problems. 

After the complaint has 
been made, it’s White’s job to 
visit the home, photograph 
the reason for the complaint 
(often piles of junk and 
garbage) and notify the resi- 
dent or owner. With minor 
violations like abandoned 
cars, White said results often 
happen quickly, but with 
major problems like yards 
filled with junk piled high 
like redwoods, results might 
be slower. He said that 
although helping to keep 
neighborhoods clean is some- 
times a long-term project that 
takes up much of his week, he 
still finds it one of the most 
rewarding parts of his job. 

“Nobody wants to live next 
to piles of junk," he 
explained. “A lot of what I do 
is educational. I try to help 
out by giving resources, but 
ultimately the landowner or 
resident has the responsibility 
to get in compliance. I try to 
make sure the people are 
actively pursuing compliance. 
Thats the most rewarding 
part of this for me: working 
with the public and seeing 
results." 

But the humble White is 
quick to pass on his successes 
to the support of the Ukiah 
City Council. “I’m fortunate 
to have a good City Council 
to support my efforts." 

He says he's just helping to 
protect the county he has 
called home for more than 30 
years. "The city of Ukiah is a 
pretty good place. I’m pretty 
fortunate to live in a unique 
area like this."

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It predicted that the Iraqi 
government “will become 
more precarious over the next 
six to 12 months” because of 
criticism from various Shiite, 
Sunni and Kurdish factions. 
“To date, Iraqi political lead- 
ers remain unable to govern 
effectively,” it said. 

There was a glimmer of 
backhanded hope for the Iraqi 
leadership in the often dark 
analysis: Iraqi Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki will continue 
to benefit from the belief 
among other Shiite leaders 
that "searching for a replace- 
ment could paralyze the gov- 
ernment." 

The new National 
Intelligence Estimate was an 
update of another high-level 
assessment prepared six 
months ago by the top ana- 
lysts scattered across all 16

U.S. intelligence 
preparing grim 
assessment on Iran's 
political situation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
draft intelligence report on 
Iran suggests a change in the 
Tehran regime appears unlike- 
ly any time soon despite 
growing public anger over the 
country's economic woes, 
U.S. officials said Thursday. 

The report also anticipates 
little progress in getting Iran 
to halt its nuclear program or 
stop supporting militant 
groups in the region, officials 
familiar with the draft said on 
condition of anonymity 
because the report has not 
been released. 

The latest in a series of 
reports from the nation’s 16 
intelligence agencies, the new 
National Intelligence Estimate 
on Iran is nearly complete and 


could be shared with President 
Bush and other policymakers 
within weeks, said the offi- 
cials. One said it is expected 
to be completed as soon as 
next week. 

It is one of four reports the 
intelligence community is 
wrapping up on the Persian 
Gulf. Two others look at Iran’s 
nuclear program and its mili- 
tary and conventional threat. 

And an update on the situa- 
tion in Iraq was released 
Thursday. 


Sen. Warner says 
Bush should bring 
some troops home 
by Christmas 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Sen. John Warner, a promi- 
nent Republican on military 
affairs, urged President Bush 
on Thursday to start bringing 
some troops home from Iraq 
by Christmas. Such a move 
would send a powerful warn- 
ing to the Baghdad govern- 
ment that time is running out, 
said Warner, R-Va. 

Warner said the president 
next month should announce 
the withdrawal of a certain 
number of troops to send a 
“sharp and clear message 
throughout the region and the 
United States” that the com- 
mitment in Iraq is not open 
ended. 

“We simply cannot as a 
nation stand and continue to 
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put our troops at continuous 
risk of loss of life and limb 
without beginning to take 
some decisive action,” he told 
reporters after a White House 
meeting with Bush's top 
aides. 

In the congressional de- 
bate, Republicans so far have 
shown a willingness to back 
Bush on the politically unpop- 
ular war. But they say they 
want to see progress by 
September, when the top U.S. 
commander, Gen. David 
Petraeus, delivers his assess- 
ment of the war. 

Warner’s suggestion of ini- 
tiating troop withdrawals to 
induce political pressure puts 
him more in line with 
Democrats than with Bush, 
who says conditions on the 
ground should dictate force 
levels.
